Halifax Regional School Board 
has taken a step towards ban¬ 
ning the sale of bottled water 
in schools. 

The issue first came to 
the board in Februaiy, when 
a group of students made a 
presentation about the en¬ 
vironmental impacts of bottled 
water and demanded a board¬ 
wide ban. 

But a staff report before 
the board Wednesday recom¬ 
mended leaving it up to the in¬ 
dividual schools to decide. 

After much debate, the 
board overwhelmingly voted to 
accept the staff’s recommenda¬ 
tion, but agreed to install water¬ 
filling stations in schools when 
the funds become available. 

At that time, the school 
would be required to phase out 
the sale of bottled water. 

Citadel High School student 
Hannah Cameron said she was 
happy with the last-minute 
amendment, but is still rallying 
for a complete ban.

“I won’t consider this a suc¬ 
cess until bottled water is out 
of all of our schools,” said the 
15-year-old during a presenta¬ 
tion before the vote. 

Board member Gina Conrod 
saw it “as an educational oppor¬ 
tunity,” mentioning that stu¬ 
dents should “cany the torch” 
to different schools with their 
campaign. 

The staff report cited a 
number of problems in imple¬ 
menting a ban. It said about 
nine schools in the board do 
not have access to safe mu¬ 
nicipal water and depend on 
bottled water. 

It also said ironing out the 
details would be tricky, as 
schools have independent con¬ 
tracts with cafeteria and vend¬ 
ing machine suppliers. 

Dartmouth High School has 
already looked into installing a 
water fi llin g station at a cost of 
about $2,000, staff said. A con¬ 
ventional water fountain costs 
about $1,500. 




Board defers motion to move Grade 9 into high school 



Thousands of students in 
the Halifax Regional School 
Board won’t be headed to 
high school a year early just 
yet. 

The board deferred a mo¬ 
tion to integrate Grade 9 stu¬ 
dents into the region’s high 
schools at a meeting Wednes¬ 
day night. 

Instead, the board will 
consider the grade recon¬ 
figuration when there is a 
boundary review or school 
closure, and the public will 
be consulted regardless. 

The issue was hotly con¬ 
tested, with many board 
members requesting more 


research and citing the public 
had not been consulted. 

“There is an uproar from 
the public. To address it, 
they need to have a say in it,” 
said board member Sheryl 
Blumenthal-Harrison, not¬ 
ing her email inbox has been 
buzzing with opposition. 

“This came from the De¬ 
partment of Education be¬ 
cause of the decline in enrol¬ 
ment ... to save money.” 

Staff noted it was not 
mandated by the province’s 
Education Department to in¬ 
tegrate Grade 9 students into 
high schools, but rather an 
option to consider. 


Paul Bennett, the director 
of Schoolhouse Consulting in 
Halifax, said during a presen¬ 
tation to the board more time 
needs to be spent on investi¬ 
gating the move. 

Bennett cited a number of 
grade-reconfiguration stud¬ 
ies, many of which saw an 
increase in student dropouts, 
academic pressures and alien¬ 
ation from peers. 

“Junior highs are just what 
they should be, which is a 
time where those between 
the ages of 12 and 16 are al¬ 
lowed to ... discover them¬ 
selves,” said Bennett before 
the vote, aly thomson/metro

Respondents 
overwhelmingly call 
for revitalization 




HRM residents from every cor¬ 
ner of the municipality want 
the downtown to get a facelift, 
and aren’t impressed with ef¬ 
forts so far. 

The 2012 City Matters 
survey, conducted for Metro 
Halifax and the Greater Hali¬ 
fax Partnership by MQO Re¬ 
search, shows 84 per cent of 
respondents think revitalizing 
the downtown area is either 
important or veiy important. 

“Elections get won on 
three, four, five per cent over 
50 and sometimes less than 
50,” said Craig Wight, MQO 
vice-president of research. 
“And here’s pretty well eveiy- 
body saying that downtown 
should be revitalized.” 

The poll surveyed 603 HRM 
residents, and Wight says the 
concern for the urban core is 
universal. 

“I know if we ran the num¬ 


bers in rural and urban, you’d 
see some differences,” he 
said. “But it’s not as though 
everyone in rural wouldn’t be 
concerned — because almost 
eveiyone is concerned.” 

A question about the qual¬ 
ity of work the city is doing to 


revitalize the downtown core 
garnered a mean score of 5.6 
out of 10. 

Just 14 per cent of respond¬ 
ents gave a grade of eight or 
better. 

Fred Morley, the Greater 
Halifax Partnership’s execu¬ 


tive vice-president, says the 
message “screams” out from 
the survey. 

“People understand that it’s 
important to have a healthy 
heart, whether you’re a person 
or a community,” he said. “If 
it’s not in good shape, you’re

going to have problems.”

world, across North America

Morley says the core is start¬ 
ing to shape up as several ma¬ 
jor developments get under¬ 
way, and momentum needs to 
be maintained. 

“Whether it’s public invest¬ 
ment in various kinds of facili¬ 
ties, whether it’s green space, 
public art, people recognize 
that having a vibrant, interest¬ 
ing downtown is good for busi¬ 
ness,” he said. 


Health-care access deemed spotty in some places

Assessments of health-care ser¬ 
vices in Halifax are pretty posi¬ 
tive, according to the 2012 City 
Matters survey — with a few 
exceptions. 

Mean scores for overall 
health care and access to emer¬ 
gency care, family doctors and 
dental care were all above sev¬ 
en on a scale of one to 10. 

However, those scores fell in 
three other categories. 

Access to assisted living 
and nursing care for seniors 
received a mean score of 6.3, 
while access to addiction servi¬ 
ces received a score of 6.2 and 
access to mental-health services 
5.7. 

Craig Wight, vice-president 


of research for MQO Research, 
points out that the “don’t 
know” response in all three 
was quite high — from 27 to 41 
per cent. 

“So it’s one of those com¬ 
munication things. Is it really 
worse or is it a case that people 
aren’t aware?” he said. 

One mental-health advocate 
says the numbers reflect a per¬ 
sistent lack of awareness about 
mental illness and the stigma 
attached to it. 

“It should be lower, because 
most people know someone 
with a mental illness, but 
people don’t talk about it,” said 
Stephen Ayer, executive direc¬ 
tor of the Schizophrenia Soci-

ety of Nova Scotia. 

Ayer says access to mental- 
health and addiction services 
has been problematic for HRM 
residents for several years. 


He says the wait list for chil¬ 
dren and teens remains around 
a year at the IWK, but a new 
Capital Health program called 
“First Visit” is helping patients 
see a clinician in short order — 
though delays to see a psychia¬ 
trist can still be significant. 

“I’ve had people call me al¬ 
most in tears saying they can’t 
see a psychiatrist, they’re re¬ 
ferred to groups or they keep 
seeing nurses,” he said. 

Ayer says the problem is 
an overall lack of funding for 
mental-health services, which 
contributes to a lack of psych¬ 
iatrists and psychologists in the 
province.

About half of Nova Scotians 
agree with a controversial re¬ 
port from the province’s elec¬ 
toral boundaries commission 
and think Acadian and black 
ridings should not be retained, 
a new survey says. 

The Corporate Research 
Associates study released on 
Wednesday says 47 per cent of 
residents thought each riding 
should have about the same 
number of voters, even if it 
means eliminating the protect¬ 
ed ridings. 

But the survey also shows 
that 41 per cent of respondents 
thought the ridings should be 
retained in order to ensure rep¬ 
resentation in the legislature 
from those minorities. 

Another 11 per cent did not 
know or declined to answer. 

Nova Scotia’s Electoral 
Boundaries Commission rec¬ 
ommended on Tuesday that the 
province’s four designated min-

ority ridings should be merged 
with other constituencies. 

The commission had sub¬ 
mitted a draft report in June 
that recommended retaining 
Preston, Clare, Argyle and Rich¬ 
mond, but the government 
ordered the group back to the 
drawing board, saying its man¬ 
date included making sure all 
ridings were within 25 per cent 
of the average number of voters 
— about 13,000.

The municipality’s restau¬ 
rateurs are frustrated with 
Halifax City Hall’s red tape 
and commercial taxes, a new 
survey from the Canadian 
Restaurant and Foodservices 
Association says. 

The survey shows nine 
out of 10 respondents say re¬ 
ducing red tape and commer¬ 
cial tax rates are important 
and will be on the minds of 
restaurant owners leading up 


in the next two weeks. The 
name of the company could 
not be disclosed for confiden¬ 
tiality reasons, she said. 

Nova Scotia Government 
and General Employees Union 
were meeting with potential¬ 
ly affected employees Tuesday 
and a spokeswoman said the 
group wasn’t in a position to 
comment on the situation. 

No jobs losses are ex¬ 
pected. But the majority of 
the jobs would be privatized 
because the company would 
hire most of the employees 


to the Oct. 20 election. 

It says fewer than two in 
10 respondents believe coun¬ 
cil understands what the res¬ 
taurant industry contributes 
to the municipality’s econ¬ 
omy, culture and vibrancy. 

“Our local government is 
working against restaurant 
owners instead of creating 
conditions for success. This is 
a wake-up call,” the associa¬ 
tion’s Atlantic vice-president

Restaurateurs sick of red tape: Poll 
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Egypt newspaper opts for cartoons in 
response to perceived insults to Islam

Amid outrage sparked by per¬ 
ceived insults to Islam, one 
Egyptian newspaper has de¬ 
cided to fight cartoons with 
cartoons. 

Al Watan daily says it is re¬ 
sponding to the crude carica¬ 
tures published last week by 
a satirical Parisian weekly in 
kind: a series of sketches cri¬ 
tiquing relations between the 
Arab world and the West. 

The paper says they are a 
“civilized” alternative to the 
violent protests across the 
Muslim world sparked by a 
low-budget anti-Islam film 
produced in the United States. 

“Nothing cracks cartoons 
but cartoons,” said the ban¬ 
ner splashed over the two- 
page spread published this 
week. 


One drawing, captioned 
“Western glasses for the Is¬ 
lamic world,” features a pair 
of eyeglasses framing the 
burning World Trade Center 
towers. 

Another shows a flashlight 


wrapped in an American flag 
pointed at a picture of an 
angiy turbaned man with 
a knife, ignoring a peaceful 
Muslim. 

Both seem intended to 
suggest that the only image 


seen by Western audiences of 
the Muslim world was that of 
terrorism. Mohamed El Bar- 
guti, an editor at Al Watan, 
told The Associated Press on 
Wednesday that the cartoons 
were a “model of a civilized 


reaction to all that has hap¬ 
pened.” The paper published 
the drawings to show that 
“burning and killing” is not 
the proper response to insults 
to Islam, he said.

The billionaire family of a 
Red Bull energy-drinlc heir 
accused of killing a police 
officer in a hit-and-run ac¬ 
cident paid the officer’s sib¬ 
lings about $100,000 in a deal 
aimed at avoiding a civil law¬ 
suit, police said Wednesday 
Vorayuth Yoovidhya, 27, 
is charged with driving a Fer¬ 
rari that struck the officer 
and dragged his body down 
a Bangkok street earlier this 
month. 



Vorayuth Yoovidhya was taken into 
custody last month after driving 
into a Bangkok cop, ap file_ 


The Yoovidhya family paid 
the officer’s siblings 3 mil¬ 
lion baht ($97,000 US) last 
week, police Lt.-Col. Viradon 
Thubthimdee said. He said 


the settlement will protect 
Vorayuth from a civil lawsuit. 

“We sometimes call this 
a ‘funeral fee.’ If the victim’s 
party is satisfied with the 
amount of money, then they 
will not seek compensation 
through a court,” Viradon 
said. 

The payment, however, 
does not protect Vorayuth 
from criminal charges of 
causing death by reckless 
driving and fleeing to avoid 
arrest. If convicted, he faces 
up to 10 years in jail and a 
fine of 20,000 baht ($666). 

The payment from the 
extremely wealthy family is 
also unlikely to quell public 
outrage over the incident and 
an initial attempt to cover up 
Vorayuth’s alleged involve¬ 
ment by arresting a bogus

for online snooping 

An Ottawa police officer 
has been reprimanded for 
repeatedly accessing police 
databases to snoop on a 
former lover’s partner and 
friends. 

Staff Sgt. Lyse Fournier 
was demoted to the rank of 
sergeant for seven months 
after she pleaded guilty 
to two counts of insub¬ 
ordination under the Police 


Services Act.

Uruguay legalizes 
abortion in a 
squeaker vote 


Chamber of Deputies. 

President will allow 
it to become law if 
Senate approves; bill 
allows a legal abortion 
in first 12 weeks 


Legislators have voted in Uru¬ 
guay by a razor-thin margin 
to legalize abortion. 

In Latin America, where 
the majority of people are 
Roman Catholic, no country 
except Cuba has made abor¬ 
tions accessible to all women 
during the first trimester of 
pregnancy. 

The vote in Uruguay’s 
Chamber of Deputies passed 
just before midnight Tuesday 
after several lawmakers on 
each side of the debate said 
they could not in good con¬ 
science go along with their

parties, and allowed substi¬ 
tutes to vote in their stead. 

President Jose Mujica says 
he will allow it to become 
law, if the Senate approves 
the changes. 

The Senate already has ap¬ 
proved an even more liberal 
version of the landmark abor¬ 
tion measure. 

The Chamber of Deputies’ 
legislation would give women 
the right to a legal abortion 
during the first 12 weeks of 
pregnancy, and decriminal¬ 
ize later-term abortions when 
the mother’s life is at risk or 
when the fetus is so deformed 
that it wouldn’t survive after 
birth. In cases of rape, abor¬ 


tions would be legal during 
the first 14 weeks. 

Deputy Pablo Abdala of 
the opposition National Party 
vowed Wednesday to pro¬ 
mote a popular referendum 
to overturn the law, if Mujica 
doesn’t veto it, calling the 
measure a violation of hu¬ 
man rights. 

However, polls suggest 
many more Uruguayans 
favour abortion rights than 
oppose them. 

A survey this month 
showed 52 per cent of Uru¬ 
guayans would vote to legal¬ 
ize abortion if the question 
were put to the people, 
while 34 per cent would vote 
against it. 

Cuba, which decriminal¬ 
izes abortions in the first 10 
weeks of pregnancy, is the 
only country in Latin America 
where legal abortion is com¬ 
mon.

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Iran’s Ahmadinejad talks, 
Canadians walk out again 


United Nations. 

Tensions run high 
at UN meeting only 
weeks after Canada 
closed embassy in Iran 


Canadian diplomats walked 
out Wednesday as Mahmoud 
Ahmadinejad subjected the 
United Nations to more of 
his trademark political vit¬ 
riol, but the Iranian president 
brushed off Canada’s anti- 
Iran bent even as Tehran 
warned its citizens to avoid 
the country for fear of ram¬ 
pant “Iranophobia.” 

It wasn’t the first time 
the Canadian delegation has 
walked out on Ahmadinejad 
— they did it last year and in 
2009 at the United Nations 
annual gathering of world 
leaders. 

But tensions are running 
higher than ever between the 
two countries after Foreign 
Affairs Minister John Baird 
shuttered Canada’s embassy 
in Iran three weeks ago. 

“We will not sit silently in 


our chairs and listen to Iran’s 
hateful, anti-Western, anti- 
Semitic views,” Baird’s press 
secretary, Rick Roth, said. 

“If anything, today’s ad¬ 
dress only reinforces our de¬ 
cision earlier this month to 
suspend diplomatic relations 
with Iran.” 

Ahmadinejad was dismis¬ 
sive of Canada in a news con¬ 
ference following his speech 
to the UN. 

“I fundamentally don’t 
see this as a very important 
issue. Of course we did not 
have a substantial economic 
relationship with Canada,” 
he said. 

Ahmadinejad didn’t men¬ 
tion Canada by name during 
his speech, but a statement 
was posted Wednesday by 
the Islamic Republic News 
Agency, Iran’s official news 
agency. The statement, attrib¬ 
uted to Iran’s Foreign Min¬ 
istry, warned Iranian citizens 
against travelling to Can¬ 
ada, citing “Islamophobia,” 
“Iranophobia” and a “double 
standard” in Canada towards 
human rights.

Morsi: Won't rest until Syrian civil war ends 


Egypt’s new President Mo¬ 
hammed Morsi, making his 
debut on the global stage 
at the United Nations, said 
Wednesday that he will 
not rest until the civil war 
in Syria is brought to an 
end. 

He called the fighting 
there, which opposition 
groups say has killed at 


least 30,000 people, the 
“tragedy of the age” and 
one that “we all must end.” 
And he invited all nations 
to join an effort to stop the 
bloodshed that began about 
18 months ago when oppos¬ 
ition figures rose up against 
President Bashar Assad’s re¬ 
gime. 

Morsi, an Islamist and 


key figure in the once- 
banned Muslim Brother¬ 
hood, opened his remarks 
to the UN General Assem¬ 
bly by celebrating himself 
as Egypt’s first democratic¬ 
ally elected leader who was 
swept into office after what 
he called a “great, peaceful 
revolution.” 

He said the first issue for 


the world body should be 
certifying the rights of the 
Palestinian people. 

“The fruits of dignity 
and freedom must not re¬ 
main far from the Palestin¬ 
ian people,” he said, adding 
that it was “shameful” that 
UN resolutions are not en¬ 
forced.

Iran’s president has no 
trouble making himself 
heard: rumbling through 
the UN’s annual world 
gathering this week 
with comments bashing 
homosexuality, describing 
Israel as a doomed misfit 
in the Middle East and 
predicting a rising tide 
against U.S. “bullying.” 

On one point, however, 
he is mum — his plans 
after elections next June 
that will close out his 
second and final term. 

Mahmoud Ahmadine¬ 
jad has so far dodged 
questions about possible 
post-presidential roles with 
ciyptic replies or inscrut¬ 
able silence. Yet this much 
is clear: Despite his bra¬ 
vado at the UN and other 
international forums, he 
heads into the last months 
of his presidency politically 
wounded at home from 
skirmishes with Iran’s rul¬ 
ing system. 

His departure as 
president also could lead 
to a more toned-down ap¬ 
proach from Iran in general 
over its nuclear program 
and possible deal-making 
with the West, analysts say. 

Iran’s theocracy directs 
all key policies — includ¬ 
ing the pace of nuclear 
development and nego¬ 
tiations with the West 
— leaving the president, 
in theory, to shepherd 
domestic affairs and other 
issues. In reality, however, 
Ahmadinejad has reshaped 
the office into an inter¬ 
national soapbox with 
messages that may or may 
not be sanctioned from the

Phoenix police say they’ve 
arrested a man after he re¬ 
portedly dressed a teen rela¬ 
tive in a sheet and sent him 
into a street to aim a fake 
rocket-propelled grenade 
launcher at passing cars.

New air-traffic-control pro¬ 
cedures have been put in 
place at Chicago’s O’Hare 
International Airport to try to 
eliminate the risk of midair 
collisions over a pair of run¬ 
ways, after two near misses 
last year raised serious con¬ 
cerns, federal officials said. 

The planes involved in the 
incidents, which occurred 
three months apart in 2011, 
came within a few hundred 
feet of each other, accord¬ 
ing to a preliminary report 
released this week by the Na¬ 
tional Transportation Safety 
Board. No one was hurt. 

Revised procedures in¬ 
clude the extension of a warn¬ 
ing system to automatically 
alert controllers if a plane is 
approaching to land on one 
runway as an aircraft is tak¬ 
ing off on the other. 

The two air-traffic con¬ 
trollers responsible for the 
runways also are now seated

Dispute-resolution sites 
provide individuals 
and businesses with a 
faster, low-cost means 
for settling conflicts 


Never mind telling your side 
of the stoiy in court, or to your 
best friend. Cyber justice is 
starting to be dispensed to re¬ 
solve civil disputes and person¬ 
al disagreements. Sometimes 
it’s left to ordinaiy folks to vote 
on winners and losers. 

Take eQuibbly, for example. 
It lets people bring their per¬ 
sonal and business disputes 
online — anything from com¬ 
plaints about loud music to 
boyfriends ogling other women 
to how restaurant tips should 
be shared. 

Founder and president 
Lance Sosldn cites the case of 
the ogling boyfriend and noted 
that people agreed with his 
fiancee that he should concen¬ 
trate on her when they’re out 
together. 


“He responded with, ‘Well 
I gave up my pom for her’ and 
he thought that was quite an 
achievement,” Sosldn said from 
Toronto. “Eventually people on 
the site just convinced him he 
was being mde and uncouth.” 

Participants read both sides 
of an argument and vote on 
who wins the dispute, which 
Sosldn called “crowd voting.” 
The web application is free to 
its users and obviously does 
not deal with criminal cases 
or more serious matters like 


divorce. 

Technology analyst Duncan 
Stewart said theoretically the 
“crowd” should be impartial. 
“There’s this whole wisdom of 
the crowd thing — a million 
people know more than one 
person no matter how smart 
that one person is,” said Stew¬ 
art, director of Deloitte Canada 
Research for Technology, Media 
and Telecommunications. 

Stewart said eQuibbly does 
what has been done informal¬ 
ly for years and added “even

things that might be settled 
by the courts might start being 
settled by the crowd because 
they’re better.” 

EQuibbly has a more serious 
side, though, which allows indi¬ 
viduals and businesses to agree 
to a debate with a binding reso¬ 
lution. 

Sosldn sees shortfalls in the 
justice system that online dis¬ 
pute resolution might solve. 
“You can’t go to court for a few 
hundred dollars,” he said. “Most 
of the court systems in the U.S. 
and Canada are backlogged 
with thousands upon thousands 
upon thousands of cases.” 

The British Columbia gov¬ 
ernment announced in May 
that it will set up an online 
tribunal to help people solve 
small civil claims outside court. 
There’s also mylegalbriefcase. 
com, which helps guide people

Hitchin’ a ride 


I did have a first-aid kit 
with me, but I forgot 
the first rule of first aid:

After years of hitchhiking, my 
biggest tip is to never thumb 
with a bloody hand. 

You might think that’s 
stupid advice, perhaps suitable 
for some creature that doesn’t 
even have opposable thumbs (which is why dogs so rarely 
hitchhike). 

But, trust me, it’s important. 

Recently, I’ve been hitchhiking Iceland, the country that 
leads the world in tourist spots that can actively kill you. 
(Typical sign: Welcome! Beware of steam explosions!) 

I was on the one-lane “highway” heading from some 
death-by-ice attraction to some death-by-fire one, and several 
cars passed me. Not a big 
deal, but I decided to do my 
mental hitchhiking checklist.

• Eyes conveying “Don’t 
hate me, I’m not American”?

But the secret’s out now, I suppose, so if you’ve never 
considered it before feel free to sully your virgin thumb. 

Get a written sign if you like, stand in a straightaway where 
drivers have enough time to decide to stop, and wear bright 
colours for safety’s sake. I find a nice blood red really catches 
the eye.

I’m a bit of a theatre snob. 

I have been spoiled by 
pilgrimages to New York’s 
Broadway; I’ve seen Shake¬ 
speare on the stages of both 
London’s Globe and Her 
Majesty’s Theatre and I’ve 
tentatively taken in a hand¬ 
ful of plays throughout To¬ 
ronto’s theatre district.

Veteran actor Andre Braugher 
returns to TV with Last Resort, 
an intriguing militaiy thriller 
about a submarine captain 
who questions an order to 
launch nuclear missiles at Pak¬ 
istan — only to have his sub 
fired upon by his own country. 
Braugher’s Capt. Chaplin and 
crew seek refuge on an island 
in French Polynesia, making a 
stand against the country they 
used to fight for. 

Toward the end of the first 
episode, Scott Speedman’s 
character compliments your 
character for delivering a 
message with “just the right 
amount of crazy.” What is the 
right amount of crazy? 


You know, I don’t think he’s 
crazy, but he’s in grief, and 
grieving people do crazy 
things. He’s lost a wife, we 
learn that he’s lost a son. He’s 
lost everything he thought he 
was because he wasn’t willing 
to kill potentially innocent 
people. And now he’s a traitor. 
And he’s grieving and he’s be¬ 
trayed. Part of it is a game and 
part of it is true. Part of it is a 
mask and part of it is truth, 
you know? So I don’t know. I 
don’t know from moment to 
moment exactly how crazy he 
is. I know that there’s a wily 
trickster aspect to Chaplin. 

It’s like a Jenga game. He’s 
the kind of guy who knows 
which blocks to pull in order 
to either maintain or collapse. 
Crazy? Maybe, I don’t know. 

What made you want to 
come onboard with this 
show and play this character? 

He’s a complicated man who 
wants to do things in the 
right way — and not because 
he’s persnickety but because 
there are lives at stake. One of 
things that’s most important 
to the show-runners as well 
as to me is that these are not 


some closet peaceniks who 
decided, ‘Well, now that we 
have a shoot order, we’re 
going to disobey it.’ If this 
order had come through the 
right way, they would’ve 
launched the missiles without 
delay. I was intrigued by his 
desire to do things right and 
to be judged credibly by his- 
toiy rather than be the guy 
who killed a million people 
because he didn’t have 
enough balls to ask the right 
questions. 

The premise puts your 
character in a pretty high- 
pressure, precarious situa¬ 
tion. How will the show 
sustain itself for an entire 
season like that? 

Well, there’s the enemy with¬ 
out and the enemy within. 

I don’t know from which 
episode to which episode it 
will be. Our human nature 
is going to exert itself, and 
how we’re going to reorgan¬ 
ize ourselves — I don’t 
know who’s going to live 
and who’s going to die. Sam 
(played by Speedman) and I 
are eventually going to be at 
odds because we’re thinking 


differently about the world. 
It’s difficult to live with a 
man who has nothing to lose 
because the potential for him 
giving shocking orders rises 
because there’s nobody on 
the other end. 

Have you given any thought 
to putting down roots in 
Hawaii, where the show 
shoots? 

We’re definitely not putting 
down roots. I mean, I’ve got 
one boy in high school and 
one boy in grade school, and 
so my wife is holding down 
the fort in New Jersey. And 
until this is definitively a 
smash hit, nobody’s mov¬ 
ing. That’s just the way it is. 
Ideally, this is going to be an 
eight-month gig this year in 
doing the 22 episodes, but 
as it stands right now it’s 
basically just one 5,000-mile 
commute. 

So now it’s the week of the 
show’s premiere. What’s this 
week like for you? 

I’m hoping for an enthusi¬ 
astic response, but like any 
nervous parent, I’m waiting 
for the event.

Lemon Cornmeal Cookies: Pleasant 
change from traditional sweetness 



“These rustic cornmeal S- 
shaped cookies are a delicious 
change of pace from traditional 
sweet cookies,” write the The 
Canadian Living Test Kitchen 
chefs in 150 Essential Whole 
Grains. “The cornmeal gives 
them a pleasant crunch that 
goes well with a cup of tea. 
Dust them with icing sugar, if 
desired.” 

1. In large bowl, whisk flour 
with cornmeal; using pastry 
blender or 2 knives, cut in but¬ 
ter until crumbly. 

2 . Beat together egg yolks, 
brown sugar and vanilla until 
thickened, about 5 minutes. 
Scrape over flour mixture. Add 
lemon zest; beat at medium 
speed just until blended. 
(Dough will be stiff.) 

3 . On work surface and work¬ 
ing with 1/4 cup batter at a 
time, roll and shape into 15- 
inch (38 cm) long ropes. Cut 
into 3-inch (8 cm) lengths; bend 
into S shapes. Place, 1 inch 
(2.5 cm) apart, on parchment 
paper-lined rimless baking 
sheets. Refrigerate for 30 min¬ 
utes. 


Ingredients 


• l 1/3 cups all-purpose flour 

• l 1/3 cups fine stone-ground 
cornmeal 

• l cup cold butter, cubed 

• 3 egg yolks 

• l cup packed brown sugar 

• l tsp vanilla 

• l tsp grated lemon zest 


4 . Bake in top and bottom 
thirds of 375 F (190 C) oven, 
rotating and switching pans 
halfway through, until golden, 
10 to 12 minutes. 

5 . Let cool on pans on racks 
for 3 minutes. Transfer cookies 
to racks; let cool. (Make-ahead: 
Layer between waxed paper in 
airtight container and store for 
up to 4 days or freeze for up to 
1 month.)

What is the best carpet stain 
remover that I can buy? I 
live on a farm, and having a 
professional come clean my 
carpet would be very expen¬ 
sive. I would like to do this 
on my own, I just don’t know 
what to do. 

Dear Carpet Cleaner, 

I personally do not believe in 


general carpet-cleaning prod¬ 
ucts. What often happens is 
that if you actually have the 
right cleaner for the right 
stain, the cleaned area be¬ 
comes bright and the remain¬ 
ing carpet stays dirty. When a 
professional cleans your car¬ 
pet, first they treat the stain, 
then they traditionally clean 
the entire carpet area. This 
is the secret to avoiding dis¬ 
colouration. 

What I have tried is a small 
hand-held carpet cleaner and 
at first I was convinced I would 
hate it. Yet, I soon fell in love! 


What I use most often is the 
suction part of the appliance 
as soon as the spill occurs, 
then get the excess liquid out 
very fast. This has worked a 
few miracles for me. With a 
few tougher stains with mud 
and dirt, I followed up with 
the cleaning formula and it 
worked like a charm. But be 
careful; you don’t need to run 
out and buy the biggest, most 
expensive one. In fact a small 
hand held is all I think anyone 
has room for, and easy enough 
to use on furniture, and car¬ 
pets. Good Luck!

Downsides 
to using PVC

What’s the eco-friendliest 
shower curtain?

I’ll tell you what’s not: 

PVC or plastic number 3. If 
you have a shower cur¬ 
tain made from polyvinyl 
chloride (PVC), you should 
recycle it. 

Polyvinyl chloride is 
known to off-gas hormone 
disrupting phthalates. 
Phthalates are used to 
soften plastics. You’ll know 
PVC from other popular 
plastic products like food 
wrap, teething rings, pet 
toys and blister packaging. 
Remember that smell 
when you first opened the 
package? It’s not unlike 
that “new car smell.” What 
you smell is the release of 
volatile organic compounds 
(VOCs), phthalates and 
metals. 

In fact, a study by the 
Centre for Health, Environ¬ 
ment and Justice found 
that these chemicals are 
released into the air inside 
our homes, contributing to 
indoor air pollution. PVC 
shower curtains can release 
as many as 108 volatile 






organic chemicals. Some of 
these chemicals are associ¬ 
ated with developmental 
damage as well as damage 
to the liver and central 
nervous, respiratory, and 
reproductive systems. Not 
pretty. 

Also, these chemicals 
are persistent. They were 
found in the air 28 days 
after a PVC shower curtain 
was unwrapped and hung! 
To prevent these chemicals 
from being released from 
PVC and ending up in our 
bodies and the environ¬ 
ment it’s best to choose an 
alternative. 

Today, you can find 
shower curtains labelled 


PVC-free at most home- 
design or department 
stores. These are made 
from a plastic called PEVA 
(polyethylene vinyl acet¬ 
ate) — made without the 
chlorine molecules. But it’s 
still plastic. 

A newer option on the 
market is a hemp shower 
curtain. But before you 
fork out the 90-plus dollars 
for this natural, biodegrad¬ 
able option, make sure 
your bathroom is well 
ventilated. While hemp 
shower curtains are natur¬ 
ally mildew and mould-re¬ 
sistant, they need to be left 
open and aired out to dry 
and laundered regularly. 
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CODE COMPLIANCE 
IS OWNER’S DUTY 

When planning a home renovation, people 
should look into the rules surrounding 
whether they need a permit. 

Examples include all structural repairs 
or alterations, all interior and exterior 
renovations valued at more than $5,000, 
and additions. 

This is one of the reasons why people 
should contact HRM before proceed¬ 
ing with any work. People can also use 
this opportunity to find out what sort of 
documentation they are going to need to 
provide to HRM to receive a permit. 

In general, people will need to provide 
HRM with a specification of the work to 
be completed, including as much technical 
information as possible. It is also pos¬ 
sible that people may have to provide a 


graphical representation of the work to be 
completed. 

Regardless of whether a homeowner 
is carrying out a renovation themselves 
or has hired a contractor to do so, the 
homeowner is responsible for getting the 
permits. 

“Code compliance is the responsibility 
of the homeowner,” says Jim Donovan, 
HRM’s manager of municipal compliance. 

That being said, homeowners working 
with a contractor can set it up it so that the 
contractor is the one who gets all the per¬ 
mits. The contract between the contractor 
and the homeowner should clearly indicate 
who will take on this task. 

At the end of the day, it is still the 
responsibility of the homeowner to make 
sure everything is in order with the per¬ 
mits. 

For people who are familiar with the 
rules surrounding permits for new home 
construction, the good news is the process 


is remarkably similar for renovations. 

To get a permit, people must visit one 
of HRM’s three customer service centres, 
which are located in Halifax, Dartmouth 
and Sackville. 

People should expect to receive a per¬ 
mit within five business days of submitting 
a complete application. 

For those looking to learn more about 
the permit process, the Permits & Inspec- 


PERMIT FEES 

For renovation-type work, including 
structural alterations and repairs, the 
permit fee is $5.50 per $1,000 of the 
estimated value of construction when 
complete. There is a permit fee of $25.

PREPARATION KEY 

DO HOMEWORK WHEN HIRING CONTRACTOR 


Before somebody goes about finding a 
contractor for their home renovation, it’s 
crucial they figure out what exactly they 
want to do. 

“The huge thing is preparation,” says 
Paul Pettipas, the CEO of the Nova Scotia 
Home Builders’ Association (NSHBA). 

He says it’s crucial that before under¬ 
taking a renovation, people think about 


things like what their long-term plans are 
for the home. 

For example, if somebody is looking 
to sell the home within a few years, then 
you might want to take into account what 
sorts of things appeal to prospective home 
buyers with your renovations. 

Once the time has come to find a 
contractor for the job, Pettipas recom¬

mends checking with friends, family and 
colleagues for references. 

“Find out what kind of renovations 
they do,” he says. “If you’re looking for a 
whole-house renovation and you’re talk¬ 
ing to someone who specializes in bath¬ 
rooms, they may not be the right one.” 

It is also a wise idea to find out if the 
builder belongs to organizations such as 
the NSHBA or the Better Business Bur¬ 
eau. 

Another certification worth looking for 
is called RenoMark. New to Nova Scotia 
— but already in place elsewhere across 
the country — RenoMark renovators must 
agree to conditions such as abiding by a 
code of ethics, providing a detailed, writ¬ 
ten contract, and carrying a minimum of 
$2 million in liability insurance. 

If the contractor has won awards for 
their work, this usually means they have 
met the criteria of a third party.

Once meeting with a prospective 
contractor, don’t hesitate to ask questions 
— and lots of them. 

“You won’t offend reputable firms with 
questions,” says the website of the Canada 
Mortgage Housing Corporation (CMHC). 
“If a contractor doesn’t seem to know 
much about the technical details of the job 
or doesn’t want to talk about them, you 
may have the wrong contractor.” 

CMHC’s website is an excellent re¬ 
source for detailed information about the 
entire renovation process. 

It is important that people feel com¬ 
fortable working with a prospective con¬ 
tractor, especially given that renovations 
can take months to complete. 

“Make sure you are comfortable right 
up front with that renovator because if 
you’re not, you’re going to see their face 
for a long time,” says Pettipas.

A year ago, Jonathan Drouin 
no-showed on the opening 
day of Halifax Mooseheads 
training camp, uncertain 
about whether he could make 
the jump to the QMJHL.

only more confident than last 
season, he’s much stronger.

Rory Mcllroy has gone from be¬ 
ing a rookie in the Ryder Cup 
to a marked man at Medinah. 

Mcllroy is the first European 
in nearly 20 years to go into the 
Ryder Cup as the No. 1 player 
in the world, although the star 
power of this 23-year-old from 
Northern Ireland is about more 
than a ranking. He’s already 
won two majors, with a record 
score in the U.S. Open last year 
and a record margin at the PGA 
Championship last month. 

His four wins this year 
are the most in the world, all 
against the strongest fields. 

So it was no surprise when 
Jim Furylc referred to Boy Won¬ 
der as the “present-day Tiger 
Woods” and a “marked man” 
at this Ryder Cup. That’s the 
role Woods played for years in 
these matches when he domin¬ 
ated golf. There was a feeling 
among Europeans that beating 
Woods was worth more than 
one point because of the emo¬ 
tional lift it gave the rest of the 


team. 

Mcllroy doesn’t see it that 
way. “This week I’m not the 
No. 1 player in the world,” 
he said Wednesday. “I’m one 
person in a 12-man team, and 
that’s it. It’s a team effort. 
There’s 12 guys all striving to¬ 
ward the same goal. I’m just 


part of that.” 

But even in this team 
competition, it’s easy to get 
wrapped up in a single star. 

There’s only one way to 
keep score in the Ryder Cup, 
though it’s tempting to make 
individuals accountable.
